Knox will not visit Colombia on his 
proposed tour of the countries border­ 
ing on the Caribbean sea unless there 
is a special invitation from the Co­ 
lombian government. 
This announcement was made by 
Acting Secretary Huntington Wilson, 
who also declared that he thought 
such an invitation unlikely. 
Mr. W ilson intimated that the state 
department felt no especial concern 
over the action of the Colombian m in­ 
ister here and was not wrought up 
over the incident. 
“ Our position,” be remarked, “ is one 
of unconcern.”

and

W h ite House led to a report that high 
church officials in this country who 
sympathize with the efforts of the 
Colombian government to obtain arbi­ 
tration were seeking to smooth out 
difficulties between the two countries 


Declines to Discuss Visit. 


W hen he left the W hite House the 
archbishop declined to discuss the pur­ 
pose of his visit, nor would he say 
how long he had talked with the pres! 
dent. 
“ I talked with the president,” he 
said, ‘‘and we got through. "T h a t’s all 
I can say." 
The 
report that

might bp at work to settle the present 
differences was based largely on the 
fact that Senor Ospina, the Colombian 
minister, brought letters to both Car­ 
dinal Gibbons and Archbishop Ireland 
from Dr. Ragonesi, the papal legate at 
Bogota, Colombia, which Is the only 
country in this hemisphere where the 
church and state are unified.

Ospina is known to have been In com­ 
munication 
with Archbishop

during his visit here, but would not 
divulge the nature of his conferences.

‘stopping at Cartagena, Colombia, to 
suggest that a commission be appoint­ 
ed, composed of a representative of 
Colombia and one from the United 
States, to adjust all differences, and, 
In the event of a disagreement, the 
president of a South American repub­ 
lic was to decide. 


Colombia Opposes Plan. 


This proposition Is knowrn to be un­ 
welcome to the Colombian government, 
which insists on a different tribunal, 
preferably The Hague. 
This report, however, was not con­ 
firmed at the state department. 
Senor Pedro Xel Ospina. the Colom­ 
bian minister, disclaimed in a public 
statement any intention of insulting 
either the United States government 
or Secretary Knox 
by 
his personal 
notification to the state department 
that a visit to his country by the sec­ 
retary would be "inopportune."

W ashington, Fob. 20.— Only congres 
and 
not the supreme court of the 
United States may object to the initia 
th e and referendum method of legis 
lation in the states, so the court it sol 
decided. 


That tribunal held that the questor 
of whether a state still maintained 
republican form of government, guar 
anteeed by the federal Constitution 
after it adopted the initiative and ref 
erendum method, was a political prob 
lem for congress and not a judicial ont 
for the courts. 


The decision 
was 
based 
on th* 
claims of the Paeific States Telephone 
and Telegraph company that a tax up 
on It, imposed by the initiative and 
referendum method in Oregon, was un 
constitutional. 
The Initiative and ref 
erendum provisions in Missouri, Call 
fornia, Arkansas, Colorado, South Ila 
kota, Utah. Montana. Oklahoma, Maine 
and Arizona hung in the balance. An 
adverse decision would have affected 
proposed legislation of that charaetet 
in many other states. 
Chief Justice W hite announced th* 
decision of the court. 
None of the 
Justices dissented. 
The 
court 
also 
gave a sim ilar decision in reference to 
an ordinance in Portland, Ore., for the 
construction of a bridge. 
The chief justice said that "a singu 
lar misapprehension" had existed on 
both sides of the ease, but that the 
"m ists and confusion’’ were dispelled 
by the decision of Chief Justice Taney 
years ago, in which he disposed of the 
Dorr’s rebellion question. 
That was 
the case of Luther vs. Borden, he said, 
and decided that the enforcement of 
the guaranty of a republican form of 
government to the states belonged to 
the political department of the govern­ 
ment and came up, for instance, on the 
admission of senators and members of 
the house to their respective bodies. 
The chief justice called attention to 
Chief Justice Fu ller’s decision follow­ 
ing Luther vs. Borden in the contro­ 
versy over the Kentucky government 
In the case of Taylor vs. Beckham.
